Electric Benefits
Here’s a tip sheet on how to take advantage of 
the Inflation Reduction Act’s electric incentives.

Electric Cars: If you buy a new electric car, you 
can get a tax credit of up to $7,500 if it is made 
or assembled in North America or $4,000 or 30 
percent of the car value (whichever is lower) for a 
used car at least 2 years old. Scan the QR code to 
see which new cars are eligible.

Home Electric Upgrades: Many are eligible for 
up to $14,000 to buy energy-efficient electrical 
appliances. Here’s what you can save: Up to $8,000 
for space heating and cooling pumps. Up to $1,750 
for heat pump water heaters. $840 for electric 
stoves. Up to $4,000 for upgraded electric panels. 
Up to $2,500 for electrical work and up to $1,600 
for insulation projects. Scan the QR code for details.
